Two persons were snatched from 
what appeared to be certain death 
at sea last night near Newport 
Beach as the climax of a wild 
night ride in a tossing boat by 
Harbormaster T. E. Bouchey and 
Lifeguard Frank Crocker, it was 
learned here today. 

Spectators reported distress sig¬ 
nals south of the Newport harbor 
breakwaters about 6 p. m. Har¬ 
bormaster Bouchey, unable to use 
his speedboat because of extreme¬ 
ly rough seas, took the tiny “Pada- 
rivet," harbor department utility 
boat, and rushed to aid of the 
craft. 

He rescued F. D. Simmons of 
Artesia and Miss Grace Gregory, 
726 Mariposa, Hollywood, as their 
30-foot cabin cruiser "Poco Loco” 
was about to crash on the rocks 
toward Laguna Beach. 

The motor of Simmons’ boat had 
stalled, Bouchey reported, and the 
craft was dragging anchor rapidly,

The bridge there had been 
swept away—along with three 
other bridges in the county -but 
Cassidy crossed by a cable and 
caught a ride in a truck to Dow¬ 
nieville. 

"They told me how the town— 
most of it—went down the river,”

straddling the Yuba, with one

JAPAN ACCEPTS FULL 
BLAME FOR BOMBING 

SHANGHAI. (/PI—The Japanese 
navy tonight accepted full blame 
for the warplane bombardment 
and sinking of the United States 
gunboat Panay and two Standard 
Oil company ships, and avowed 
"profoundest grief" for the “ter¬ 
rible mistake." 

One American seaman died of 
injuries from the bombardment by 
Japanese warplanes indiscrimi¬ 
nately strafing all craft in the 
Yangtze about 25 miles above 
Nanking. 

Official reports to Washington 
said three Standard Oil ships were 
sunk. Apparently, however, the 
900-ton general cargo carrier was 
struck by a bomb and beached:

tankers Meiping and Meihsia, 
burned and sank.

GARDEN GROVE. — Several 
factors indicate poultry raisers 
may expect a reasonably good 
year in 1938. W. H. Amelung, 
manager of the Poultryman’s Co¬ 
operative association, told 15 mem¬ 
bers gathered at the Woman’s 
clubhouse, Friday evening for a 
dance in celebration of the open¬ 
ing of a branch plant in Garden 
Grove recently. 

Even though there are 900,000 
more cases of eggs in cold storage 
and a much larger amount of fro¬ 
zen eggs than last year, there 
were 19 per cent less chicks 
hatched in '37 than the previous 
year which added to the almost 
2,000,000 bushel increase in the 
grain crop and a decrease of 
3.000.000 hogs and 10,000,000 
cattle, makes the poultry outlook 
for the coming year extremely 
promising, according to Amelung. 
Grain prices, extremely high dur¬ 
ing the past season are expected 
to drop soon after the start of the 
new year, he added.

New Vitamin May Aid Man 
To Live Longer, Claim 


NEW YORK. UP) —Man, through 
a future scientific diet, may eat 
his way to better health and longer 
life, Dr. Henry C. Sherman, Co¬ 
lumbia chemistry professor, pre¬ 
dicted today. 

Dr. Sherman said experiments 
with vitamin “G" by a Columbia 
university research group had 
proved "that food chemistry con¬ 
ditions the life process to a more 
significant degree and in a more 
far-reaching way" than science had 
hitherto supposed. 

Describing the experiments be¬ 
fore a symposium of the American 
Chemical society, Dr. Sherman 
said rats given food enough to re¬ 
main In normal health showed in¬ 
creased vitality with added admin¬ 
istrations of vitamin ”G”. 

Descendants of these rats re¬ 
sponded even more markedly to the 
stimulus, he said, until they were 
absorbing seven to 10 times more 
vitamin “G,” known scientifically 
as riboflavin, than is needed nor¬ 
mally. Dr. Sherman said this in¬ 
dicated the benefits of scientific 
feeding were passed on to succeed¬ 
ing generations. 

"Thus it is found," he said, "that 
differences in the relative propor¬ 
tions in which we choose and use

Strange as it seems, two years 
late, in November, 1938, another 
church, largest in Mascali, Italy, 
sounded another death-knell for 
that town under similar circum¬ 
stances when Mt. Etna erupted 
and threw a flood of hot lava over 
the buildings!

A straightforward reply to Editor Hoiles’ attack on 
the public schools and the Rugg textbooks comes from Dr. 
Margarete M. Baker, respected member now serving her 
second term on the Santa Ana board of education. She 
says: 

As I see it, the function of the schools with regard 
to facts is the presentation and interpretation of such, 
helping our students learn how to think, but not what

Their engineers still won’t say that everybody will have a 
television set by the second week in April, but they are 
sending out television programs that turn up all right on 
the sets prepared to receive them. 

And thereby hangs a new vocation. There is no doubt 
at all, say some of the persons now engaged in the experi¬ 
ments, that the television performers will be a different 
breed. They point to the shift in movie personnel between 
silent and talkie days as an example. 

Especially must the television master-of-ceremonies 
be a paragon of all the virtues. He must have Robert 
Taylor’s looks, Herbert Marshall’s voice, and be as quick 
on the mental trigger as Charlie McCarthy.
